RECIPROCITY WITH HAWATI. 

Iexpress my unhesitating conviction that 
the intimacy of our relations with Hawaii 
should be empbasized. As a result of the 
reciprocity treaty of 1875, those islands, on 
the highway of Oriental and Australasian 
traffic, are virtually an outpost of American 
commerce, and a stepping-stone to the grow- 
ing trade of the Pacific. The Polynesfan Island 
groups have been so absorbed by other and 
more powerful Governments, that the Ha- 
walian Islands are left almost alone in the 
enjoyment of their autonomy, which it Is 
importan* for us should be preserved. Our 
treaty is now terminable on one year’s notice; 
but propositions to abrogate it would be, in 
mv judgment, most ill advised. The para- 
mount influence we have there acquired once 
relinquished could only with difficulty be re- 
gained and a valuable ground of vantage for 
ourselves might be converted into aetrong- 
hold for our commercial competitors. I ear- 
nestly recommend that the existing treaty 
stipulations be extended fora further term of 
seven years. A recently signed treaty to this 
end is now before the Senate. The impor- 
tance of telegraphic communication between 
these islands and the United States should 
not be overlooked. *

REPORT OF THE PRE-EMPTION LAWS. 

Irecommend the report of the pre-emption 
and timber culture acts and the home- 

ad laws beso amended as to better secure 
compliance with their requirements of resi- 
dence, improvement and cultivation forthe 
od of five years from date of entry with- 
out commutation or provision for speculative 
relinquishment. 1 so recommend the 
repeal of the desert land laws unless it shall 
be the pleasure of the Congress to so amend 
these laws as to render them less liable to 
abuses. As the chief motive foran evasion of 
the laws, and the principal cause of their re- 
galting in land accumulation instead of land 
distribution, is the facility with which transfers 
are made of the right intended to be secured 
tosettiers. It may be deemed advisable to 
rovide by legislation some guards and checks 
upon the alienation of homestead rights and 
lands covered thereby, until patents issue. 
THE FENCE QUESTION. 

Last year an executive proclamation was 
issued directing the removal of fences which 
inclosed the publicdomain. Many of these 
pave been removed im obedience to such or- 
der;that much of the public land still re- 
mains within the lines of these unlawful 
fences, the ingenious methods resorted to 
in order to continue these trespasses, and 
the hardihood of the pretenses by which, 
in some cases, such inclosures are 
ustified are fully detailea in the report of the 
Neeretary of the Interior. The removal of the 
fences still remaining, which inclose public 
lands, will be enforced with ail the authorzit 
zud means with which the Executive brahe 
of the Government is or shall be invested by 
Congress for that purpose. 

PENSION MATTERS, 

The report of the Commissioner of Pensions 
contains a detailed and most satisfactory ex- 
uldit of the operations of the Pension Bureau 
during the last fiscal year. The amount of 
vork done was the largest in any year since 
the organization of the bureau, and it has 
been at less cost than during the previous 
year in every division. On the 30th day of 
June, 1886, there were 365,783 pensions on the 
rolls of the bureau. Since 1861 there have been 
1,018,735 applications for pension filed,of which 
78,834 were based upon service in the war of 
1812.

The names of 2,229 pen- 
sioners, which had been previously dropped 
from the rolls, were restored during the year, 
and after deducting those dropped within the 
same time for various causes a net in- 
crease remains for the year of 20,658 
names. From January 1, 1861, . 
cember 1, 1885, 1,967 private pension 
acts had been ed. Since the last men- 
tioned date and during the last session of Con- 
gress 644 such acts became laws. It seems to 
me that no one can examine our pension 
establishment and its operations without being 
convinced that through its instrumentality 
justice can be very nearly done to 
all who are entitied under present 
laws tothe pension bounty of the Government. 
But itis undeniable that cases exist well en- 
titled to relief. which the Pension Bureau is 
powerless to relieve. The really worthy cases 
of this class are such as only lack by mis- 
fortune the kind or quantity of proof which 
the law and reguiations of the bureau re- 
quire, or which, though their merit is ap- 
arent, for some other reason cannot be 
Jost! deult with through general laws. These 
conditions fully justify application to Con- 
and special enactments, but resort to 
mgress foraspecial pension act to ovér- 
rule the deliberate and careful determination 
ofthe Pension Bureau on the merits or to se- 
cure favorable action when it could not be 
expected under the most liberal execution of 
general laws, it must be admitted, 
pens the doors to the allow- 
ance of questionable claims and pre- 
sents to the Legislature and Executive 
branches of the Government applications 
concededly not within the law and any de- 
voidof merit, but so surrounded by senti- 
ment and patriotic feeling that they are hard 
to resist. 

I suppose it will not de denied that many 
claims for pensions are made without 
merit, and that many have been 
allowed upon frandulent representations 
this has been declared from the Pension Bu- 
rean, not only in this, but in prior Adminis- 
trations. The usefulness and the justice of 
any system for the distribution of pensions 
depends upon the equality and uniformity of 
Its operation. It will be seen from the report 
of the commissioner that there are now paid by 
the Government 131 different rates of pension. 
Estimaies from the best information he can 
obtain show that 9,000 of these who have 
served in the army and navy of the United 
States are now supported, in whole or in part, 
from public funds, or by organized charities, 
exclusive of those in soldiers’ homes under 
the direction and control of the Government. 
Unly 18 per cent of these are pensivners, 
while of the entire number of 
men furnished for the late war

THE PATENT OFFICE. 

On the 4th of March, 1885, the current busi- 
ness of the Patent Office was, on an average, 
five anda half months behind. Atthe ciose 
of the last fiscal year such current work was 
but three months in arrears,and it is asserted 
and believed that in the next few months the 
delay in obtaining an examination of an 
application for 1 patent will be 
but nominal. The number of applications for 
patents during the last fiscal year, including 
reissues,designs,trade-marks and labels,equais 
40,678, which is considerably in execss of the 
number received during any preceding year. 
The receipts of the Patent Office during the 
year aggregato $1,205, 167.80, enabling 
the oftice to turn into the  Treas- 
u a surplus revenue over and 
above all expenditures of about $163,710.30. 
The number of patents granted during the 
last fiscal year, including reissues, trade- 
marks, designs and labels, was 25,619, a num- 
ber aiso quite largely in excess of that of any 
preceding year. Thereport of the Commis. 
sioner shows the office to be in a pros- 


erous condition, and constantly increasing 
n its business. No increase of {force 
is asked for. The amount estimated forthe 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1886, was $890,760.

PACIFIC RAILROADS. 

The Secre of the Interior suggests a 
change in the pian for the payment of the in- 
debtedness of the Pacific subsidized roads

and protect the interests of the United States 
in the Board of Direction. In considering the 
D the sole matters which should 
en into account, in my opinion, are the 
situation of the Governmest as a creditor 
and the surest way to secure the payment 
of the principal and interest of the debt. 
By a recent decision of the Supreme Court o 
the United States it has been adjudged that the 
laws of the several States are inoperative to 
regulate rates of transportation upon rail- 
roads, if such regulation interferes with the 
rate of carriage from one State into another. 
This important field of control and regulation 
having — thus left entirely unoccupied, the 
expediency of Federal action upon the subject 
is worthy of consideration. 
LABOR AND CAPITAL. 

The relations of labor to capital and of labor- 
ing mea to their employes are of the utmost 
concern 2 atriotic citizen. When these 
are strained and distorted unjustifiabie claims 
are apt to be insisted upon by both interests, 
and in the controversy which results, 
the welfare of all and the prosperity 
of the country are * — Any interven- 
tion of the general Government within the 
limits of its eonstitutional authority to avert 
such a condition should be willingly accorded. 
In a special message transmitted to Congress 
at its last session, I suggested the enlarge- 
ment of our present Labor Bureau, and adding 
to its present functions the power of arbitra- 
tion in cases where differences arise between 
employer and employed when these differ- 
ences reach such a stage as to result in the in- 
terruption of commerce between the States. 


VALUE OF ARBITRATION. 

The application of this remedy by the gen- 
eral Government might be regarded as en- 
tirely within its constitutional powers, and 1 
think we might reasonably hope that such ar- 
bitrators, if carefully selected, and if entitied 
to the confidence of the parties to be affected,

The existence of pleuro-pneumonia among 
cattle of States has led to burdensome and in 
some cases disastrous restrictions in an im- 
portant branch of our commerce, threatening 
to affect the quantity and ——ů4 ot our food 
supply. This is a matter of such importance 
and of such far reaching consequences, 
that I hope it will engage the serious 
attention of Congress tothe end that sucha 
remedy may be applied as the limits of a con- 
stitutional delegation of power tothe general 
Government will permit. [commend tothe 
consideration of the Congress tlie report of 
the Commissioner and his suggestions con- 
cerning the interest intrusted to his care. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

The continued operation of the law relating 
to our civil service has added the most con- 
vincing proofs of its necessity and usefulness. 
It is a fact worthy of note that every public 
officer who has a just idea of his duty to the 

eople testifies to the value of this reform. 

ts staunchest friends are found among those 
who understand it best and its 
warmest supporters are those who are re- 
strained by its requirements. The meaning of 
such restraint and protection is not appreci- 
ated by those who want places under the 
Government, regardiess of merit and 
efficiency, nor by those who insist that 
the selection for such places should rest upon 
a.proper credential showing active partisan 
work. They mean to pubiic officers, if 
not their lives, the only opportunity afforded 
them to attend to public business, and they 
mean to the good people ofthe country the 
better performance of the work of their 
Government. It is exceedingly strange 
that the scope d nature of 
this reform are 80 little understood, 
and that so many things not included within 
ite plan are called by its mame. When cavil 
yields more fully to examination the system 
will have large additions to the number of its 
friends. Our  civil-service reform may 
be imperfect in some ot ites de- 
tails; it may be misunderstood and opposed; 
it may not always be faithfully applied; its de- 
signs may sometimes miscarry through mis- 
e or will fail; intent may sometimes 
tremble under the assaults of its enemies, or 
languish under the misguided zeal of imprac- 
ticabie friends; but if the people ofthis coun- 
try ever submit to the banishment of ivs nn- 
derlying principle from the operation of their 
Government, they will abandon the surest 
ntee of the safety and success oi Ameri- 

can institutions. 

I invoke for this reform the cheerful and un- 
grudging 1 of Congress. [renew my 
recommendation made last year that the Com- 
missioners be made ual to other officers of 
the Government having like duties and respon- 
sibilities, and I hope that such reasonable 
appropriations may be made as will enable 
them to increase the usefulness of the cause 
they have charge of.

fHE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The control of the affairs of the District of

known the most pressing needs of the District 


and recommend their consideration. The 
laws of the District appear to be in an uncer- 
tain and unsatisfactory condition and their 
codification or revision is much ,eeded. 
During the past year one of the 
bridges leading from the District to 
the Stato of Virginia became un- 
fit for use and travel upon 
it was forbidden. This leads me to suggest 
that the improvement of ali the bridges cross- 
ing the Potomac and its branches from the 
City of Washington is worthy of the attention 
of Congress. The Commissioners of the Dis- 
trict represent that the laws regulating the 
sale of liquor and granting licenses therefor, 
should be at once amended, and that legisia- 
tion is needed to consolidate, define, and 
enlarge the scope and powers of charitable 
and penal institations within the District. I 
suggest that the Commissioners be clothed 
with the power to make within fixed limita- 
tions police regulations. Ilwlieve this power 
granted and carefully guarded, would tend to 
subserve the good order of the 
municipality. seems that trou- 
ble still exists g “owing out of 
the occupation of the str. ts and avenues by 
certain railroads having their terminus in the 
city. It is very important that such laws 
should be enacted upon this subject as will 
secure to the railroads all the facilities 
the require for the transaction of 
their business, and the same time 
protect citideus from injury to their persons or 
property. The Commissioners again complain 
that the accommodations afforded them for 
the necessary offices for district business and 
for the safe keeping of valuable books and pa- 
pers are entirely insufficient. Irecommend 
that this condition of affairs be remedied by 
Congress, and that snitable quarters be fur- 
nished for the needs of the District Govern- 
ment. 
THE CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, Iearnestly invoke such wise 
action on the part of the people’s legislators 
as will subserve the public good and demon- 
strate during the 1 days ot Congress 
as at present organized, its ability aud in- 
clination to so meet the people's needs, that 
it should be gratefully remembered by an ex-

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THE OPERA SWINDLE. 


HARRY E. ABBEY IN COMMUNICATION WITH 
THE MEXICAN AUTHORITIES. 


The Swindler’s Identity Believed to Be Estab- 
lished —How the swindle Was Perpetrated 
— The Mysterious Charles Bourten, Al- 
leged French Journalist, Supposed to be 
the Man Wanted. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, December 6.— Henry E. Abbey 
and John Schoefile, the managers of Adelina 
Patti, were in constant communication with 
the Mexican authorities yesterday, in refer- 
ence to the unknown man who had collected 
$40,000 in the City of Mexico by representing 
himselfto be Mr. Abbey’s agent, and then 
selling tickets for Patti’s appearance in that 
city. Mr. Zinn, who has charge of Mr. Ab- 
bey’s office, was also busy telegraphing to 
Mr. Abbey, who is in Baltimore, and Mr.

The figures of speech are so 
drawn out and refined that all feeling is lost, 
and the result is extreme artificiality.

The New York World’s Exposure of Voudoo- 
ism in Hayti- Worshiping the Serpent God 
The Existence of Cannibalism—Innocent 
Babies Sacrificed — Cerroborative Stat o- 
ments of Missionaries and Others—Denial 
ef the Revolting Stories by Haytian Gov- 
ernment Representatives. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

New Tonk. December 6.—The story of the 
existence of cannibalism in the neighboring 
Island of Hayti, told so graphically yesterday 
in the WORLD, excited a just measure of in- 
dignation among the thinking people of this 
city. The terrible picture of the operations 
ot the voudoos in the pursuit of their barbar- 
ous form of worship appealed to every heart, 
and even the most hardened shuddered before 
the exposition of horror. To the pushing, 
busy men of business who have little time for 
aught except what is going on about them, 
the story comes with great force; to the tender 
mother with little ones romping merrily 
in the nursery, the fiendish acts of the voudoo 
women, their merciless kidnapping of inno- 
cent babies, to be sacrificed on the altar of the 
voudoo serpent god, were especially revolt- 
ing. Any tendency that was aroused in the 
minds of some to scout the reliability of the 
story was put to flight before the impregnable 
array of facts presented by the WORLD’Ss in- 
formant. The story was the talk of the town 
all day, and, in the clubs, the hotels and in 
home circles alike, it occasioned much com- 
ment. The narrative had opened the eyes of 
New Yorkers to something tnat they could not 


believe existed within two days’ 
all of the great metropolis of 
the West. The sickening orgies of the 


voudoos in the worship of the serpent goa, 
as described in books, are known to most 
students of history. Such things are by every 
book associated only with the life of the wild 
untutored savages of the antipodes. But the 
descriptions of the evils in Hayti,

around the altar smeared with the blood of its 
child victims, and the harrowing details about 
the roasting and eating of buman flesh, all of 
which was substantiated from personal expe- 
rience by the WoORLD’S informant, must, it was 
admitted, completely set at rest all 
doubts in the minds of sceptics and 


cause a pang in the heart of eve sober- 
minded citizen and a lament that such things 
are allowed so near tothe heart of civilization. 
The Haytian Government came in for a gener- 
ous share of condemnation, and the intima- 
tion that the President of the Republic, a man 
who passed eighteen years of his life amid the 
refining influences of civilization at a Euro- 
pean capital, was bimse/f a devotee of voudoo 
worship, was received with undisguised 
amazement. 
CORROBORATIVE EVIDENCE. 

The WORLD sent reporters yesterday to peo- 
ple inthe city who could give corroborative 
evidence of its disclosures from personal ob- 
servations, but most of them were out of 
town. The Rev. Dr. Derrick, the pastor of 
the A. M. E. Church in Sullivan street, and 
who is a native ofthe West India Islands, was 
found in his parsonage yp ety by a WORLD 
reporter. He said: 1 have heard of such 
things happening in Hayti, and it may be so. 
Way up in the Haytian mountains, for in- 
stance, who knows what exists? If it is so, it 
would be unjust to hold Salomon and the 
Haytian Government responsible. There can 
be only one way for the Government to stamp 
itout. The way is with the bullet and it 
doubtiess wishes to use milder means. I be- 
lieve the responsibilities lie with tbe 
church there. It should dend all 
its energies in that direction, and 
aided by the Government crush voudooism and 
cannibalism, and teach the people the Chris- 
tian faith. Still can you blame those poor 
natives when here in our enlightened country 
a few days “se a man practiced cannibalism by 
killing his end, tearing out his heart and 
eating it?’’ 

Prof. Johns said: ‘‘I went to Hayti in 1863, 
especially to investigate the reported canni- 
balism. Thestory was told on every hand, 
but the Government officiais, when 1 ques- 
tioned them, laughed at me and said it was a 
canard. I gave it up without 8 satisfied 
that cannibalism did not exist. It is well 
known that voudooism exists in Hayti and 
Jamaica, but I believed the sacrifices were 
confined to pigs and the like.

visited Ha 
Harticy, ‘‘but I also was unable to find out 
wheiher the reports of cannibalism were true 
or not. It would be more likely to occur in San 
Domingo, Surinam and Trinidad. In San Do- 
mingo the natives are more lawiless than in 
Hayti. The ceremony of sacrifice takes place 
about the isth of October each year. The 
tribes of the persons last dead gather areund 
the graves for the ceremony which they call 
rasing ofthe dead. All kinds of animals are 
killed and offered up as sacrifices to the dead. 
While I was in Trinidad a native killed his 
child and, cutting it up, sold the flesh to peo- 
— who did not know it to be that of a human 

eing. He was arrested and suffered the pen- 
alty. That is the only instance I personally 
know of.’’ 

Mrs. Wilkinson said: ‘‘I came from Santo 
Domingo, and I know that cannibalism ex- 
isted in Haytito a great extent. The voudoo 
— r. have great knowledge ot the powers of 
jerbs, and do things that would seem to us here 
impossible. No mother would dare leave her 
child in the street, or out of sight a moment, 
knowing what would await it should she do 
so. I have known instances where a child 
was fed sweet cakescontaining powerful herbs 
which would make te chijd appear as if dead. 
it would be buried and immediately dug up by 
the voudoo priests and kepttooffer up as a 
sacrifice. ts flesh would be cooked and 
eaten. I do not doubt that cannibalism ex- 
iste evea 1 in Hayti, though the Govern- 
ment tries to hide it. 

The church should take hold of the mat- 
ter, resumed Mr. Hartley. In Port au 
Prince there are four bishops and one arch- 
bishop. The Protestant Episcopal Church is 
well represented and should be able to exert 
influence enough to bring the natives to the 
meg yg religion and stop the fearful prac-

I was familiar 
with the Haytian people and came and went 
ull among them as I pleased; and if there was 
any such “hing they should have been just 
as sure to hear it as you would have 
been if it had occurred right 
here in this country. Of course 1 knew that 
there was such a thing as voudoo worship there, 
but never heard that there was any such 
thing as human sacrifice connected with it, 
and 1 certainly donot believe that any such 
thing exists.’ 

ne said he knew Sir enser St. John inti- 
mately, and did not belileve his stories about 
cannibalism.
